Hamilton was the first witness to be 
placed on the stand, 
homing of the barn, and, while going 
to his home from a neighbor’s, a short 
time before the barn was discovered on 
fire, of seeing his father in law hurry ­ 
ing away from the place. 
Hamilton married Cnrme’s daughter 
a ltttle over a y ear ago au<l much trouble 
has resalted. It is said that the ohl roan 
deeded his place, wh ire Hanoi ton now 
lives, to Hamilton and his wife with the 
understanding that the Hamilton# were 
to take oare of him, but that shortly 
after this arrangement was made Ham­ 
ilton gave the old man a severe thrash 
ing and drove him away from home. 
It is alleged that Hamilton came into 
possession of real and personal property 
in Jay oonnty , belonging to his father- [ 
in law, by franduleut means, and suits 
are pending against him both in Fay ette 
and Jay counties. 
Oat of these troub'es the present 
difficulty is alleged to have grown and 
it is said that the old man bad threat­ 
ened to get even with his son-iu law by 
burning the barn. The evidence against 
him is mostly circumstantial 
The barn, according to Hamilton, was 
worth about $100, and the contents 
consumed were valued by him at $26,

One of Rush connty ’s progressive farm­ 
ers is now a decided friend of the black­ 
bird, although until recently he had no 
nse for him. 
A large flock of the birds 
has been roosting in front of his home, 
keeping np a chattering which made 
life miserable for the residents of the 
neighborhood far into the night, but 
now the farmer say s that the chattering 
is mnsto into his ears. Driving to his 
farm sjnth of town ¡Tuesday evening 
last, he saw a countless flock of the 
birds fly ing through the oouutry from 
the northeast. 
They lit in a five acre 
tomato patch on the farm <and the fan 
commenced. 
Running, tumbling and 
fly ing in and cat of the vines, the birds 
within a few minutes had seemingly 
oovered every foot of the field and when 
the ex odus oommenoed nearly every 
bird was carry ing one of the big tomato 
worms, which has been no end of trouble 
for the farmers this y ear 
A search of the field after the birds, 
had gone failed to reveal a single worm 
left, where the day before a man and 
three boy s had worked all day in kill­ 
ing the pests and left the tAsk half com­ 
pleted at night. 
The birds npon leav­ 
ing the farm flew into an eight acre 
tomato field and 
repeated 
the per­ 
formance. 
This seems to be the first 
instance in which any kuown specie of 
the bird family has taken a liking to 
these big repulsive 
looking tomato 
worms, wtiioh are iu reality the original 
tobacco worms.

Fund at Issue. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Septem ber 26.— 
P resident 
Mitchell 
and 
Secretary- 
T reasurer W ilson of the United Mine 
W orkers have requested Prosecutor 
Hooton to bring a test suit in the cir­ 
cuit court here to deterfnlne w hether 
the orgahization owes the state taxes 
on the big defense fund it has on hand 
here. 
Tax ferrets have been delving 
Into the m atter with a view to com­ 
pelling the organization to pay the 
state nearly $200,960. Mitchell aud his 
associates want the m atter settled so 
there will be no further controversy. 
The legislature in 1903 enacted a law 
exem pting the funds of the organiza­ 
tion from taxation. 


One of the surprising features cf the 
political situation in the slate is the 
rapid grow th of the boom of Thom as 
R. M arshall of Columbia City for the 
Democratic nom ination for governor. 
It was not taken seriously at the 
sta rt by the ''m achine” politicians, as 
P arsh all has not been identified with 
them, but they are being obliged to sit 
up ami take notice. 
M arshall is be­ 
ing heralded us a man of more than 
ordinary ability and free from politi­ 
cal alliances th at might prove em bar­ 
rassing during a campaign. 
The ele­ 
m ent th at has been clam oring for a 
new deal all around in the Democrat­ 
ic party in Indiana is beginning to 
turn to him. 
He is nbt m aking a 
scrap for the place and it is said that 
he has no intention of getting out and 
beating the bushes for support. 
If the 
nom ination comes to him in a digni­ 
fied way he will accept and will then 
m ake a vigorous tight for election 
He is said to be a cam paigner of high 
order. 
Congressm an J. V. M. Adair 
of Portland has heeded the wishes of 
his constituents and will be a candi­ 
date for renom ination for congress, 
although he would like to run for gov 
ernor. 
Judge Erw in of D ecatur will 
be the Eighth district candidate for 
governor. The nam e of Mayor Boetfne 
of Evansville is being used in connec­ 
tion with the race. 
Secretary Joe 
Kelley of the state com m ittee Baya he 
looks for about six active starter* In 
the Dem ocratic gubernatorial race. 


Politicians are Interested in the re ­ 
port from Muncie stating that F. L. 
Feick. chairm an of the legislative com- 
! m itten of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainm en, in an address before the 
S tate Federation of Labor, flayed the 
record of m any representatives in the 
legislature for being unfriendly to la 
bor. and also assailed Governor Hanly 
and Congressm an W atson. 
The res 
olution condemning the appointm ent 
of W illiam Blakely as factory inspect­ 
or as having been a political debt paid 
by Governor Hanly to Congressm an 
Jam es E. W atson, backed by the Man­ 
ufacturers’ association, has also been 
much discussed.

J addis admi ted that 
he fired the 
shot, and says that Robinson was one 
of three men who. with fence rails in 
their hands, attem pted to force an 
entrance to his home. 
He warned 
them , he says, through the opened 
door, but they did not heed and he 
opened fire with a shotgun. 
He heard 
the men running but did not know th at 
one had been killed until morning, 
when Mrs. Smith, who lives in the 
sam e house with him, found the dead 
man about twenty-five yeards from 
the house. 
The alarm was then given 
for the first time. 
W hile at the time Jaddis asserted 
th at robbery was the object of the 
attem pt to enter his home, the fact 
th at Robinson had a handkerchief over 
his face is taken as an indication that 
the men were bent on giving someone 
a thrashing. 
This is the only theory 
th at can be borne out, as there was 
nothing of value in or about the place 
th at would a ttra ct the men. 
In ad 
dition to this, the hats of two other 
men were found only a few' feet from 
the house, which proves the story of 
Jaddis th a t th ere were throe men in 
the party. 
Robinson had evidently died alm ost 
instantly. 
The large hole In his body 
on the right aide ju st below' the shoul­ 
der, 
which 
bled 
profusely, showed 
how true had l*een the aim of Jaddis.

In the M atter of Roadways. Says Gov­ 
ernm ent «Expert. 
Indianapolis, Sept. 26.—J. H. Dodge, 
road expert of the good roads depart­ 
m ent of tho agricultural bureau at 
W ashington, delivered an address on 
“Modern Road Building” before the 
fourth annual convention of the State 
Association of County com m issioners. 
He took 
the position that 
modern 
roads were better than the roads built 
by the Romans and the C arthagenians 
2.000 years ago. 
“In those days roads w ere built at 
a cost of not less than $50,000 a m ile,” 
said Mr. Dodge. 
“ Stone and gravel 
w ere put on to a thickness of three 
feet, and the builders paid no atten ­ 
tion to grades and curves. They made 
g reat cuts 
through 
m ountains 
and 
made enorm ous fills in places where 
a slight deflection would have taken 
the road around the expensive work. 
But these roads were easily worn 
down by traffic 
and wagon tracks 
made depressions in them . 
Hundreds 
of years later the depth of the road 
m aterial was reduced to two feet, then 
to erne foot and less. until now the 
United States governm ent is building 
roads and advising states and counties 
to build 
roads th at are only four 
inches deep. 
And the results are bet­ 
te r than in the olden times, because 
the foundation is better and is m ore 
scientifically constructed ’ 
Mr. Dodge advocated 
the use of 
heavy road rollers as the most im port­ 
ant and useful m eans of constructing 
good roads. 
He said the heavy rollers 
m ake the foundation solid and hard, a 
very necessary thing in road building. 
He also said th at the oiled road was 
the m ost durable. 
Oil, he said, pre­ 
venter! the road from being ground up 
into dust and blown away by the wind. 
All the dust that is blown off in this 
m anner dam ages the road to th at ex­ 
tent, because the dust Is only the 
road itself that Is being wasted. 
He said th at when gravel roads, 
such as those of Indiana, become worn 
and full of ruts they should be re­ 
paired by spreading gravel in the de­ 
pressions and rolling it with a heavy 
road roller.

New York, Sept. 26.—Some inter­ 
esting evidence that lay almost hid­ 
den in a volu minou s schedu le of oil 
tariffs su bmil ted to the interstate com­ 
merce commission by the Standard 
Oil company was u nfolded at the hear 
ing of the federal su it against the 
so- 
called tru st, when Calvin M. Payne, 
vice president of the National Transit 
company,*told abou t the variou s pipe 
lines of the oil combine over which 
he has su j» ervision. 
The schedu les 
show that tariffs for the transporta­ 
tion of cru de oil by the Standard’s 
pipe line are fixed at Unionvllle, which 
is on the state line between New York 
and New Jersey; and Center Bridge, 
located on the New Jersey-Pennsylva- 
nia state line. 
Frank B. Kellogg, con­ 
du cting the federal action, asked Mr. 
Payne if Unionville did not spring 
into existence in 19 06 when the Hep­ 
bu rn bill, which provides that common 
carriers mu st pu blish tariff schedu les, 
became a law. 
Mr. Payne testified 
that Unionville loomed geographically 
in the su m m er of 19 06, while he was 
abroad. 
The 
government's 
cou nsel 
fu rther developed th at at Unionville 
the pipes of the National Transit com­ 
pany. carrying oil from Olean, N. Y.. 
and other W estern points, connect 
with the pipe line of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, and that at 
Center Bridge, the pipe line carrying 
the oils of the Eu reka Pipe Line com­ 
pany, the Bu ckeye Pipe Line company, 
the Sou thern Pennsylvania Pipe Line 
company and the National Transit 
company, from Lima, O., to the sea­ 
board. connects with the pipe line of 
the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey. 
Mr. Payne said that as the lines of 
those companies ended at Unionville 
and Center Bridge, the tariff schedu les 
are fixed for those points. 
Mr. Kel­ 
logg sou ght to show that no indepen­ 
dent cou ld send oil to seaboard over 
these lines, becau se rates cou ld not 
be obtained from these i>oints to the 
seatroard. 
Mr. Kellogg said the Standard wou ld 
not pu blish rates on Its line throu gh 
New Jersey, as a conseq u ence the in­ 
dependents were shu t off from tide 
water. 
The control of the Corsicana Refin­ 
ing company of Texas, which the gov­ 
ernment, in its bill of complaint al­ 
leges is really owned by the Stan­ 
dard, was inq u ired into and the gov­ 
ernm ent's cou nsel believes that he ob­ 
tained from Henry C. Folger, jr.. and 
Calvin M. Payne, two of the witnesses, 
testimony in su pport of the govern­ 
m ent’s contention. 
Both 
witnesses 
testified that they held official posi­ 
tions with the Standard, and that from 
189 8, when the refinery was bu ilt, to 
19 06, they held the stock of the com­ 
pany for the. National Transit com­ 
pany, and in 19 06 they pu rchased the 
Corsicana stock by a verbal agree­ 
ment with John I). Archbold to pay 
for it in ten years. 
Mr. Folger testi­ 
fied that the management of the Cor- f 
sicana company was continu ed along ! 
the same lines then as before the sale 
by the National Transit company, a 
su bsidiary « 4 the Standard Oil com­ 
pany.

The defense scored its first point of 
the trial early in the examination of 
the first witness, a man named Ander­ 
son.
